Goes To Death 
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LONDON, Jan. 18.—(4)—Brig. 
Gen. Frederick W. Castle, 36, one 
of the pioneers of the U. S. Eighth 
Air Force, was killed in action 
Dec. 24 when his fortress was shot 
down by seven Messerschmitts in 
the Liege Belgium area. 

As the commander of a bomber 
wing he was leading the Third 
Air Division in attack against the 
German breakthrough into Bel-

rage on German soil. 

The Silesian Volkssturm, or 
home army of over-age and physi- 
cally poor recruits, already has 
“received its baptism of fire dur- 
ing this hour of greatest danger 
as the enemy reached the Reich 
border,” said Beriin radio. 

Striking power in northern 
Poland, the Second te Russian 
Army overran more than 1,000 
localities. It pushed to within 13 
miles of lower East Prussia with 
the seizure of Drogiszka, nine 
miles south of the road junction 
of Miawa, and 119 miles from 
Danzig on the Baltic. 

In central Poland the First 
White Russian Army drove to 
within 260 miles of Berlin in an 
advance 40 miles west of fallen 
Warsaw, capturing.500 towns nd 
miles of Lodz. 

FIRST UKRAINE ARMY 

The First Ukraine Army, hit- 
ting from the south, drove to with- 
in 22 miles of imperilled Lodz, 
and was reported officially to be 
within 12 to 40 miles of the Si- 
lesian frontier on a 65-mile front 
between the Czestochowa and 
Krakow sectors. This army cap- 
tured 450 localities during the 
day. It also captured the com- 
mander of the enteenth Ger- 
man tank division, Colonel Bruck, 
and his staff. 

The frontier conflict apparently 
ragéd west of Czestochowa, cap- 
tured Wednesday by the Russians, 
in an area only 78 miles from 
Breslau, Silesian capital. A Berlin 
report to the Stockholm Afton- 
bladet said that Breslau, 170 miles 
southeast of Berlin, “is now direct- 
ly in the danger zone.” 

The Russians, estimated at 
2,500,000 men, also reached the 
immediate approaches on three 
sides of Lodz, “Poland’s Pitts- 
burgh” and second city 70 miles 
southwest of captured Warsaw, 
and Berlin said other Red troops 
had broken into the suburban 
streets of Krakow, big Axis bas- 
tion in the southwestern corner 
of Poland. 

Moscow's communique an- 
nounced that Soviet troops had 
driven three miles north of Kra- 
kow with the capture of Babice, 
while on the Hungarian front the 
Russians captured 20,000 Germans 
and Hungarians in Budapest, mak- 
ing a total since Dec. 28 of 59,390.

American troops using mobile 
guns and armor smashed Japanese 
tanks and artillery to capture Ur- 
daneta, a highway hub town on 
Luzon island’s central plain, Gen. 
MacArthur reported today. 

The fight Thursday (Philippine 
time) was the stiffest action since 
the liberation troops came ashore 
on Luzon at Lingayen gulf Jan. 
9. Enemy guns were cleverly con- 
cealed in bamboo thickets, but 
failed to halt the American ad- 
vance. 

Paniqui, another highway cen- 
ter, also was captured by the 
Americans in their advance south- 
ward on the central Luzon plain. 
The town is 12 road miles north 
of Tarlac, privincial capital on the 
highway to , which ig 70 
more road miles south.

The fight on exempting veterans 
from permanently paying the poll 
tax, whi ‘developed unexpected. 
_ye: y, was suspended when 
Rep. J."W. Culpepper, of Fayette, 
moved to adjourn until Monday. 
The vote for adjournment carried, 
97 to 49. ! 

Issues of Negroes and Commu- 
nists were inserted into the de- 
bate by opponents of the bill in- 
troduced by Rep. Ben Fortson Jr., 
of Wilkes. Countercharges of “red 
herring” were made by proponents 
of the measure. 

HANDS-OFF POLICY : 

Administration officials in the 
house adopted a hands-off policy in 
the discussion. Gov. Arnall has 
taken no stand on poll tax aboli- 
tion, since he is chairman of a 
southern study. 

Although former Gov. Talmadge 
has come out for abolition of the 
tax, many spokesmen fighting yes- 
terday’s bill were former Tal- 
madge friends. 

Regardless of what the house 
does with Fortson’s bill to exempt 
veterans, Senate President Frank 
Gross Said last night he would in- 
troduce his bill in the senate early 
next week calling for total aboli- 
tion of the voting tax. Fortson 
said he would introduce -such a 
bill in the house, regardless of 
what action the house takes on 
his Veterans bill, 

Rep, John Greer, of Lanier, 
took a more optimistic view of the 
poll tax abolition situation after 
talking with house members dur- 
ing the afternoon. He said more 
solons will vote to abolish the tax 
“than today’s debate seems to in- 
dicate.” 

ISSUE THRASHED OUT 

While the question was merely 
on exempting veterans, the entire 
poll tax issue was thrashed out in 
yesterday’s debate. Opponents con- 
tended the veterans’ 
was simply the “opening wedge” 
for total abolition, and supporters 
of the bill virtualy admitted this. 

While proponents of the Fortson 
bill attempted to do a little flag- 
waving to abolish the poll tax, en- 
emies of the bill paraded “suffer- 
ing” school children in support of 
their attack. The opposition claim- 
ed abolition of the tax would rob 
schools of nearly a half-million 
dollars’ revenue.

Postwar Duties

Credit executives are to play 
gn important part in the postwar 
program for returning servicemen, 
and if credit men and associations 
do not solve problems which arise, 
the government will do so, letting 
the credit agencies absorb respon- 
sibility, according to Robert L. 
Simpson, of New Orleans, presi- 
cent of the National Association 
of Credit Men, who addressed the 
Georgia Association at the Ansley 
hotel. 


Introduced by Paul W. Miller, 
immediate national past president, 
Simpson pointed out that credit 
executives will have to guide and 
assist returning “GIs” in setting 
up their own businesses. 

“We want to make sure an econ- | 
omy based on private enterprise 
is returned after the war. If there 
is ever a lét-up in the service we 
render, there will be no pickup 
efter the war,” he said. 

Problems after the war will be 
based, fundamentally, on credit. 
Unselfishness and co-operation will 
make the postwar period a suc- 
cess,” he added.

AN ADVANCE FAR EAST- 
ERN AIR FORCE BASE ON 
LUZON, Jan. 18.—(4)—Maj.

Georgia Ban 
On Common Law 
Marriage Asked 


Common law marriages in Geor- 
gia would be declared invalid un- 
der a bill which has been intro- 
duced in the Georgia senate. 

Submitted yesterday, the bill 
was authored by Sen. George Y. 
Harrell, of Lumpkin. 

The only other piece of general 
legislation offered the senate 
would regulate the “issuance and 
sale” of insurance on property in 
Georgia against wind, cyclone or 
tornado. 

The bill, introduced by Sen. 
Spence Grayson, of Savannah, 
president pro tem, provides that 
“contracts of insurance shall cover 
all loss and damage directly or in- 
directly the result” of the three 
climatic disturbances. 

A bill was passed by the senate 
and sent to the house which would 
permit officials elected by coun- 
ties to file reports of their cam- 
paign expenditures with county 
clerks instead of the comptroller 
general of Georgia. 

During a brief executive session, 
the senate confirmed appointment 
by Gov. Arnall of two women to 
state boards. They are Mrs. Frank 
Dennis, of Eatonton, State High- 
way Commission member, and 
Mrs, Henry B. Troutman, of At- 
lanta, State Board of Education.

Registrations for Georgia

April 1 is the deadline for 
applying for license plates, 
Cook said, adding that late 
applicants would have to pay 
a penalty of 20 per cent of the 
license cost plus $1.

The commander of the Tenth Hun- 

garian Infantry Division, colonel 

of the general staff, Andros-San- 
dor, and his staff were taken. 

The Russians now have cleared 


the entire Pest half of Budapest 
on the eastern side of the Danube, 
leaving the Germans clinging only 
to a small part of Buda on the 
west side of the river in the Hun- 
garian capital, the bulletin said. 
25-MILE ADVANCE 

Premier Stalin in an order of 
the day said that Marshal Konev’s 
First Ukraine army in a 25-mile 
advance had captured Piotrkow, 
“an important communications 
center and strongpoint” in Ger- 
man defenses 22 miles southeast 
of Lodz. 

In another order of the day Rus- 
sian leaders disclosed that Mar- 
shal Zhukov’s First White Russian 
Army had toppled Sochaczew and 
Lowicz, on the Warsaw-Berlin 
highway 30 and 40 miles west of 
Warsaw. The seizure of Lowicz in 
a 30-mile advance put the Russians 
30 miles northeast of Lodz, and 
other units also captured the sev- 
en-way road hub of Skierniewice, 
30 miles northeast of Lodz. 

Berlin announced the fall of To- 
maszow, 24 miles southeast of 
Lodz and 13 files northwest of 
Russian-held Piotrkow, and said 
Soviet reconnaissance units had 
reached the area “east of Lodz.” 
OTHER GAINS 

In a third order of the day Stalin 
disclosed that Marshal Rokossov- 
sky’s Second White Russian Army 
had captured the strong hedgehog 
position of Przasnysz, on the War- 
saw-Konigsberg highway 53 miles 
north of Warsaw and 17 miles 
from the lower East Prussian fron- 
tier. At this point the Russians 
were 44 miles southeast of Tan- 
nenberg, scene of a Russian disas- 
ter in the First World War, 115 
miles south of Konigsberg and 130 
miles southeast of Danzig. 

Rokossovsky’s troops also top- 
pled Modlin, on the west bank of 
the Bug-Vistula confluence 15 
miles northwest of Warsaw, link- 
ing up along the Vistula with Mar- 
shal Zhukov’s army which took 
devastated Warsaw Wednesday. 

A’ Moscow broadcast said. the 
Soviet-sponsored Lublin Polish 
regime already had moved to 
Warsaw.

Remedy Announced 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—(7)—A 
new drug which appears to cure 
African sleeping sickness, and ac- 
tually has oured the early cases so 
far tried, was announced today in 
Science, official journal of Ameri- 
can scientists. 


African sleeping sickness has 
been so nearly incurable that 


large areas of that continent are 


not habitable. A sleeping sickness 
cure would be important to the 
postwar world. 


Today’s report was made by Dr 
Harry Eagle, of the venereal dis- 
ease research and postgraduate 
training center of the U. S. Public 
Health Service, Johns Hopkins 
University The drug is a com. 
bination of arsenic and butyric 
acid. 

Arsenic in. various forms has 
long been tried on sleeping sick- 


ness, in fact that is where Paul 
Ehrlich got his tip to try his magic 
bullets of arsenic on syphilis. But 
the arsenics were toxic to humans. 

The new drug destroys types of 
germs which resisted arsenic. It is 
not toxic to man in the amounts 
needed to treat sleeping sickness.

Churchill Shows 
He anid Stalin 
Running Europe 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—()— 
Prime Minister Churchill’s speech 
to commons today helped fix the 
pattern of the imminent Big 
Three conference in so far as it 
will deal with European political 
questions. 


Since the Strategy of the Euro- 

n war cannot be much changed 
now by what happens at the con- 
ference and since no other ques- 
tions for joint decision are so ur- 
gent, it appears that the test of 
President Roosevelt’s leadership 
both at home and abroad will 
come on these European issues. 

In tougher and more definitive 
language than any Allied leader 
has used before, Churchill made it 
clearly evident that Stalin and he 
have been running European and 
particularly Balkan affairs since 
the Quebec conference late last 
summer. This raises the question 
whether American willingness to 
do something about these trouble- 
some issues now can greatly alter 
what has already been done, 


In respect to three-power co- 
operation, Churchill stated frank- 
ly that Stalin and he had taken 
the decisions and that Roosevelt 
had been kept informed. This 
actually caused little surprise 
among American diplomats who, 
however, were somewhat sur- 
prised at such a frank public 
statement. It has been quite

The “Mr, Clay” 
referred to in the confession is Ryburn G. Clay, who once employed

No little comment has been caused by 
a series of articles which has been run- 
ning on The Constitution’s opposite edi- 
torial page for the past several days. 


‘The series, by Nat Caldwell, of the 
Nashville Tennessean, has dealt with the 
prospects of cotton growing in the postwar 
south.

THE PULSE OF THE PUBLIC 


The Truth 
About Radio News 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route 

around the world as a member of the American 

Society of Newspaper Editors’ mission in behalf 

of universal news freedom. His column will appear as time and 

communication facilities allow. When it is not available, substitute 

features will be used, as today’s by Grove Patterson, editor of the 
Toledo Blade.) 


Many people listen to the news of America and the world, broad- 
cast by radio for five minutes or 15 minutes, at intervals through- 
out the day and night. I wonder if many of the listeners ever stop 
to consider where this news comes from. A recent survey in a large 
city reveals some astonishing results. It indicates that a large 
percentage of people are of the opinion that radio gets more direct 


news than newspapers and that radio broadcasters investigate news 
carefully. : 


The fact is there are few radio reporters. The broadcast which 
you hear is merely being read by a man with a good voice from 
the dispatches taken from one or more of the three large news- 
gathering agencies, the Associated Press, the United Press, and the 
International News Service. 


As L. D. Hotchkiss, of the Los Angeles Times, makes sharply 
clear in a recent issue of the Bulletin of the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors, press associations, “built on revenues subscribed 
by individual papers, have made available to radio their complete 
services with few strings attached. There has been no effort either 
by the press or radio to acquaint the public with the facts of life 
as pertaining to the gathering and distribution of news which is 
poured forth over the ether in ever-increasing volume. 


“Consequently, how can we expect the average radio listener 
to know that the golden-voiced celebrity, giving it straight from 
his vast sources of private information, is only reciting a rewrite 
of a news account written by a lowly reporter who has gone out 
and grubbed the information the hard way?” 


Handful Radio has a mere handful of reporters of its own, none 

of whom could possibly cover more than a very small 
news sector. And what few exclusive reporters radio has depend 
upon the same sources with which thousands of the most com- 
petent reporters and correspondents in the world are constantly in 
touch. And so what you hear in the way of news, over the radio, 
with very small exception, is taken from the hard-earned reports 
of newspaper reporters and official combat correspondents who are 
usually reporters enlisted in the armed forces. 


Broadcasters are merely “readers,” giving you the news from 
teletypes in their offices. Some read it over the air exactly as 
written; some revamp it. The revamping consists of changing the 
wording in some places or interpolating some comment of their own, 
still based on newspaper information. 


As to the “commentators” or so-called interpreters, a few have 
private sources of information which can hardly be better and cer- 
tainly less extensive than the sources available to newspaper corre- 
spondents. A few commentators or interpreters, particularly schooled 
in the background of history, can make and do make deductions 
which may prove interesting if not always accurate. They are only 
rendering the service, usually in a more hasty and superficial man- 
ner, that is daily rendered by the writers of newspaper editorials. 


There is, of course, too little attention to crediting news sources 
over the air, while newspapers make clear where important dis- 
patches come from, not only from what news service but from what 
individual reporter. Compare your latest broadcast with the latest 
edition of your newspaper. You will learn that the radio is not 
furnishing exclusive service, 


Errors War news changes rapidly and requires much editing 

to keep facts clear and straight. This news has been 
well combed for errors before it appears in print. Radio, attempt- 
ing to beat the newspapers in time, blurts out news bulletins as 
they arrive, whereas many bulletins, sent to newspapers, are with- 
drawn by the wire services as inaccurate before they are printed. 


The sense of hearing is, of course, unreliablé. Newspaper offices 
have the frequent experience of having scores of people telephone 
in an effort to verify something they think they have heard over 
the radio, only to learn that what they thought they heard never 
happened. Many people listen while doing something else, keeping 
half an ear cocked to a distant receiver, or they doze as they listen. 
The listener can receive no verifying impression, because the words 
are not repeated. They are not clearly revealed before him as they 
are in the newspaper. 


The radio has a proper and a firm place in the home. It fur- 
nishes excellent entertainment and many informative programs. It 
will increase and not decrease in acceptance and use as the years 
go by. Its newscasts give a service that people enjoy. But let's 
be clear about the facts. Its news service is a skeletonized report, 
based upon the three great news-gathering agencies and upon the 
ceaseless work of a trained army of newspaper reporters. To say 
that its coverage is of more range and accuracy than that of the 
——o is only to reveal an astonishing ignorance of the simple

No Need for Fats 


Editor Constitution: Your car- 
toon on wasted kitchen fats caused 
me to wonder if they really need 
these fats.

On Those Who Attend 
Concerts and Opera 


In a book read the other evening, one of the 
characters, in commenting upon the world of 
music, remarks, “It is no longer smart or fash- 
the opera.” 


That may, or may not, be true. Whether it is or not it offers 
food for thought on the subject of the reasons motivating different 
individuals to be seen at musical affairs, whether they be concert, 
opera or what have you. 


Personally, if it is no longer “smart” to attend the opera, I think 
that a healthy and desirable development. For many years we 
have heard leaders in the operatic world voice their desires to 
“bring opera to the people,” “education the great mass of the people 
to truly appreciate and love grand opera,” and so on. 

Well, if the “smart” world has decided it is no longer fashion- 
able to sit in a box at the Metropolitan, it must be that the seats 
are filled with ‘the great masses,” who go primarily because they 
love the music and the scene and the spectacle. 

And such an audience, I should say, is a far finer audience than 
one chiefly composed of overdreased men and women who are there 
to see and to be seen and who, if they admitted the truth, are bored 
rather than otherwise when their perceptions do deign to see or 
to hear what is going on stage and in orchestra pit. 

If 1 were an opera impressario I'd much prefer to draw the 
four million to my box office, rather than the fabled four hundred. 

: While, of course, I can claim absolutely no in- 
Stupid Folks side knowledge of the aforesaid four hundred, 
what contacts I have had, as a working newspaperman, with the 
type of people who devote their lives to achieving or maintaining 
a top spot in what is known as Society with a capital S, have left 
the belief that, while there are always exceptions to every rule, 
the vast majority of these folks are simply stupid. By the very 
nature of their lives, they must be. For it is utterly stupid to 
measure life’s achievement by possession of dollars. Sometimes 
possession of dollars is, to be sure, a mark of success in some line 
of endeavor, not necesarily worth while. To this extent the dollar 
sign is a measuring device of human ability, of some sort or other. 
But where the dollars possessed are simply inherited, it is farcical 
stupidity to imagine they convey any distinction whatsoever upon 


their possessors. 

° I know that the purchasers of costly and 
Show and Display extensive wardrobes contribute, by their 
extravagant spending, to the economic functioning of our society. 
But I still contend that it is another sign of stupidity to imagine 
that the mere ability to drape a lot of fancy duds on one’s body 
and to deck them with gems and jewels costing astronomical 
amounts is a sign of human superiority. As a matter of fact, really 
intelligent people know how futile and silly such stuff is. 

I have always feared, when attending a performance of opera, 
or a concert by a true artist, that too large a proportion of my 
fellow audience members are there because “it is the thing to do,” 
rather than because of their real hunger to hear good music. And 
if, by eliminating opera from the ‘“‘smart” things to do, real music 
lovers are thereby brought into the audiences to replace the showy 
extroverts, it is a good thing. : 


: : I recall, one season of Metropolitan Opera 
Unprinted Satire in Atlanta, many years ago, I wrote a 
satiric story for this paper. I had become somewhat nauseated by 
the columns—in the society section—of descriptions of what this 
woman or that woman wore. 

My article told how a little shopgirl, high in the gallery, who 
had sacrificed to buy her ticket but who truly loved the music, 
was dressed for the occasion. An old, but carefully—at home— 
sponged and pressed blue skirt. A new pair of 50-cent stockings. 
Black shoes daintily resoled at Joe the cobbler’s place. A cotton 
blouse. Hair-do by her friend, the girl in the room across the hall 
in the rooming house. 

The then managing editor thought my satire was too bitter, 
that it would arouse resentment among the plushy women of the 
society columns and their plutocratic husbands. So it wasn’t 
published. 

But I do, honestly, believe it will prove to be a great and fine 
development in the history of grand opera in America if the false 
society glamor is stripped from it and if true music lovers can 
enjoy it without the distraction of the presence of the stupid folks 
of the “smart society” set.

Fear Is 
Natural 


Fear is as natural as love and 
anger. Like other emotions, it 
serves a useful purpose. It is a 
form of protection, for it teaches 
prudence and caution and saves 
us from unnecessary exposure to 
danger. 

But, like other good and useful 
things, it becomes an evil if used 
to excess. The greater part of 
mankind’s unhappiness can . be 
traced to fear—fear of want, fear 
of war, fear of insecure old age, 
fear of disease, fear of authority, 
fear of the neighbors’ ‘opinions, 
fear for loved ones. 

Manq philosophers, knowing 
how greatly people are burdened 
by fear, have tried to teach them 
how to overcome it. But their 
usual remedy is reason—which is 
much like advising a drowning 
man to swim. People capable of 
cvercoming fear by reasoning are 
not likely to have any fears to 
overcome. 

The only effective remedy for 
fear is the natural one. The cause 
of fear must be removed by pro- 
viding a protection against the 
thing that is feared. 

A little boy may be afraid in 
the dark or in’ strange surround- 
ings, but his fear vanishes when 
he holds his father’s hand. A few 
soldiers trapped far in front of 
their own line may be afraid, 
but when their own planes find 
them and their own artillery be- 
gins ‘to drop shells in front of 
them, their courage quickly re- 
vives. 

Pioneers were afraid of Indians 
until they built a stockade. Those 
on the plains were afraid of storms 
until they dug cyclone cellars. The 
little man on the frontier feared 
the big one until he learned to 
use a gun. Fear of bank failures 
was overcome by insuring depos- 
its. Fear of helpless old age was 
overcome by social security. 


Some of the more prominent 
psychiatrists, having proved this 
method effective, are teaching fear- 
ridden patients to believe and trust 
in God. If not a sparrow falls 
without Him, His other creatures 
have no reason to fear neglect. 

There is an abundant assurance 
in the wisest of books. 

“Fear not, I am thy shield.” 

“Fear not, I am with thee.” 

“Perfect love casteth out fear.” 

“Be not afraid, only believe.” 

And many a soldier has over: 
come fear by remembering the 
familiar words: “What time I am 
afraid, I will trust in thee.”

What Is Wallace 
Going To Do? 


WASHINGTON.—What position, if any, Vice 
President Wallace will hold under the Roosevelt 
fourth-term administration constitutes the most 
intriguing political question in Washington today. 

The vice president’s term expires Saturday when the President 
takes the oath for a fourth term. Thus far no word has come from 
any official quarter to indicate what his future plans may be. 

Mr. Wallace is variously reported to be slated for a cabinet post, 
an ambassadorship, or some special governmental assignment in 
connection with the creation of the 60,000,000 jobs Mr. Roosevelt 
has set as a postwar goal. 

If he returns to the cabinet, where he served as secretary of 
agriculture under the first two Roosevelt terms, it is likely to be 
in one of three places—Commerce, Agriculture or Labor. 

Of these the vice president is said to have a preference for 
commerce. He would hardly want to return to his old post in 
agriculture, and labor, which would be a step-down, offers many 
liabilities and few inducements. 

Back during the campaign after the Chicago convention Mr, 
Wallace had a long talk with the President in which Mr. Roose- 
velt is said to have offered him any place in the cabinet, excepting 
only the State Department. In discussing the matter later with 
close friends, the vice president is reported to have expressed an 
inclination to accept commerce, if anything.

made, if any, is not known. 

But if Mr. Wallace is to be named secretary of commerce that 
involves accepting the resignation of Secretary Jesse Jones, and up 
to a day or so ago Mr. Jones had been given no inkling that he 
was to be asked to step aside. Presumably he would have been 
given some advance notice if a shift of the kind were planned, 


although the President might conceivably wait until the last minute 
to reveal his hand. 

On the other hand, the vice president is said to have instructed 
his office staff to stand by after January 20 for continued service 
with him, which would be taken to mean he is expecting some 
new assignment. 

Many ardent New Dealers are looking to the Iowa man to head 
the Democratic national ticket in 1948, when Mr. Roosevelt is ex- 
pected to step down. For that reason they are anxious for him to 
be given a prominent place in the fourth-term administration as 
a means of keeping himself before the public. 

Still others profess to believe, however, that he will be better 
off not to accept a government position during the next four years. 
At the Chicago convention he emerged as. the leader of liberal 
forces in the country, it is pointed out, and his friends argue that 
he would be in better position to maintain this position by remain- 
ing on the outside. 

The vice president is known to have received advice on both 


sides. 

The shrewder move for him, however, would 
Shrewd Move seem to call for continuing in the government, 
if he is politically ambitious, which most observers assume as @ 
matter of course. 

On the outside he might soon be forgotten, whereas the prestige 
of office and his official activities would be more designed to keep 
him in the public eye. It would also enable him to keep a hand 
in the important political machine that revolves around any ad- 
ministration. 

Having labor elements: of the country already solidly behind 
him, as manifested in the CIO support he received at the con- 
vention, Mr. Wallace’s reasons for preferring to go back into the 
cabinet as secretary of commerce are said to turn on the oppor- 
tunity it would give him for showing business leaders that he is 
not the wild-eyed dreamer most of them think him to be. 


The Commerce Department will be one of the most important 
agencies of the government concerned with business developments 
after the war. The opportunities for constructive leadership there 
are unlimited and the secretaryship would lend itself to useful 
political exploitation. 

But whether he lands there, some place else, or retires to private 
life, there is little of substance to base a guess on right now. Another 
week may tell the story. |

Wishes 


Brushed Aside by FDR 


WASHINGTON.—To those who got so wrought 
up in the recent presidential campaign about the 
influence of the CIO upon President Roosevelt 

and the Democratic party—conservative Democrats as well as Re 
publicans--some of the campaign stump talk must seem now in 
retrospect like what the late Wendell L. Willkie once called “merely 


campaign oratory.” . 

Developments since ‘the elec- 
tion do not seem to indicate that 
the CIO has taken over the Demo- 
cratic party, as some speakers sc 
boldly asserted. Nothing since 
seems to have been “cleared with 
Sidney”—referring, if memory 
needs prodding, to Sidney Hill- 
man, political generalissimo of 
CIO and its busy and, in some 
quarters, effective Political Action 
Committee. 

One day’s happenings here are 
illustrative. 

Almost simultaneously Philip 
Murray, CIO president, was reg- 
istering the CIO’s opposition to 
national service legislation at the 
capitol and President Roosevelt, 
at the White House, was instruct- 
ing chairmen of the senate and 
house military affairs committees 
to go ahead promptly with such 
legislation as requested in his an- 
nual message to congress. He told 
them about a special message he 
was sending to congress, empha- 
sizing its necessity. 

Later, in the President's press 
conference, a reporter told about 
Mr. Murray’s testimony and asked 
the President what he thought 
about the CIO head's argument 


that voluntary manpower controls 
would be sufficient. Mr. Roose- 
velt said that this would not bring 
results. That was that. 


It was not the first time since 
the election that the CIO’s wishes 
have been bluntly brushed aside. 


The CIO didn’t like at all the 
President’s appointments to the 
State Department wundersecreta- 
riat. The organization’s leaders 
were not consulted. After the 
nominations were ser to the sen- 
ate Mr. Murray criticized them in 
a statement to the senate foreign 
relations committee and CIO rep- 
resentatives helped to stir up the 
unsuccessful fight in the senate 
to defeat them. The CIO found 
friends at the capitol, in congress, 
rather than at the White House 


on that issue. Similarly, "on the 
national service issue, it will have 
to find friends in congress. 


President Roosevelt and his 
aides are taking the position that 
what they regard as necessary to 
win the war will be pushed, what- 
ever the CIO may feel or say. 
War Mobilization Director Byrnes, 
who is no favorite with the CIO, 
has been given his head in pre 


scribing such policies as he be- 


lieves necessary. 


When it comes to peace and the 
postwar measures necessary to 
provide jobs, the CIO probably 
will find itself influential again 
with President Roosevelt. He 
sees more nearly eye-to-eye with 
the CIO on a postwar program. 
That will be what the politicians 
know as “the pay-off.” 


The recent indifference to the 
CIO makes it clearer that retiring 
Vice President Henry Wallace, 
who is their outstanding champion 
in the administration, will be giv- 
en some place in the administra- 
tion, probably a job-providing role, 
to appease the CIO and pay off 
the election obligation. That 
would be regarded as handsome 
payment, though belated. 


Democratic leaders, in analyzing 
their political situation, still feel 
very comfortable about CIO’s con- 
tinued support. They see no evi- 
dence that the Republican party 
will be able to break into the 
bulk of their labor support, and 
they are encouraged particularly 
by such things as the continuing 
coalition in congress between Re- 
publicans and southern Demo- 
crats which wins no converts for 
the Republican party. 


From a practical political stand- 
point there is concern about the 
CIO and its PAC among profes- 
sional politicians which is shared 
by Democrats in this category as 
well as by Republicans. Local 
Democratic leaders, seeing the de- 
termination of PAC to continue 
and build itself up as a vote-or- 
ganizing agency, are fearful of 
being “taken over” by PAC, which 
was manifest in some areas during 
the last campaign. Republicans 
are wary of its power as a prac- 
tical political force, and are busy 
devising ways to combat it.

Poison Gas 
On Japan?

PRINCETON, N. J.—If the Japa- 
nese carry out their threats to 
lynch American airmen forced 
down in combat missions, should 
we retaliate by using poison gas 
against the cities of Japan?

One of 
the questions involved in the mat- 
ter is what the reaction of Ameri- 
can public opinion might be.

The Qutlook for Southern Cotton Discouraging 


(Editor’s Note: This is the

Eighty-one-year-old George Kel- 
ly, former slave who has spent his 
life growing cotton, doesn’t believe 
that the returning Negro soldier 
ever again will be willing to live 
in the south nor that the Negro 
industrial worker thrown out of 
a war job will come home and 
“stick it out” for more than a few 
weeks. 


That is the problem of Chicago 
and Detroit and San Francisco— 
Dr. Louis Wirth, University of Chi- 
cago sociologist, told this reporter 
a few weeks ago. He was thinking 
in terms of the minimum $150,000,- 
000 estimate of costs for decent 
housing of only the 315,000 Negro 
citizens Chicago had before the 
war, He was thinking how the bill 
would jump if housing were pro- 
posed for the 60,000 who have 
moved in since the war. He was 

of the costs of providing 
housing and public health, and 
jobs or relief for Chicago’s share 
of the hundreds of thousands who 
will be leaving the south when the 
cotton-picker comes. 


King Cotton will be wanting des- 
perately to’ replace them his 
slaves with: the robot picker that 
can guarantee him a price com- 
petitive with rayon and other syn- 
thetic fibers. But from interviews 
with 110 Negroes, old and young 
and middle-aged, still in the cotton 
labor force of Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Mississippi and west Tennessee, 
he’ll be wanting them to clear out 
no more than those among them in 
the most useful age groups to agri- 
culture will be wanting to go. 


Dr. Wirth at Chicago, Dr. T 
Lynn Smith, authority on popula- 
tion migration at Louisiana State 
University, and Dr. Charles S. 
Johnson, nationally known Negro 
sociologist at Fisk in Nashville, 
have a point to make on the score 
of* Negro migration. They insist 
that less than half of the total dis- 
placement of human labor by the 
cotton-picker will be that of black 
men. 


If 800,000 Negroes are let out 
there will be a million whites let 
out. The Negro has a better chance 
for the job of tractor driver and 
picking machine operator and even 
repairman and machinists than 
does the “poor white” in the heavy 
cotton-producing delta regions. The 
Hopson plantation at Clarksdale, 
Miss., the most highly mechanized 
cotton-producing unit in the world, 
with eight late model pickers, is 
using all Negro operators at 40 
cents an hour, 

And the Hopsons are willing to 
pay more as the quality of their 
labor is improved with experience 
and the training factory engineers 
are giving them. They’ll have to 
pay more if they keep them, when 
their neighbors have pickers. And 
they know it and are projecting 
their labor costs for the future at 
nine or ten dollars a day with 
modern housing furnished. 

The displaced white, however, 
will not hail from the delta coun- 
try. He will be leaving the mar- 
ginal “hill cotton farm” or the 
eroded cotton plains, as often a 
landowner as a tenant. Cotton for 
him at much less than a 20-cent 
per pound government loan guar- 
antee will mean he’s out of the 
producing picture. . 

Oscar Johnston, president of the 
National Cotton Council, operator 
for British stockholders of huge 
cotton plantations at Scott, Miss., 
and one of cotton’s handful of 
well-informed and realistic spokes- 
men, has a plan for him to stay. 

There’ll be room in the south for 
hundreds of thousands of him and 
for thousands of small Negro cot- 
ton growers under Johnston’s plan, 
He'll know that the machine picks 
at a discount of a full grade and 
maybe more under the best type 
of hand-picking. He'll diversify 
with cotton as one of two or three 
cash crops. Or he'll produce all 
he needs to eat on the farm and 
concentrate on cotton for cash. 

He’ll join with others of his class 
of products in the same county 
or a dozen counties and plant a 
single improved variety to yield a 
staple of. uniform length, tensile 
strength and receptivity to dyes. 
He’ll plant no more than his fam- 
ily can harvest with its own hands. 
He won’t own a picker co-oper- 
atively with his neighbor because 
the machine’s use would cancel his 
grade advantage. If cotton’s at 10 
cents he’ll sell his for the market 
top and make money. 

Extension service specialists and 
county agents in several cotton 
belt states say, however, that it’ll 
take five years after the war to 
teach him to follow Johnston’s 
plan. And before that time he’ll be 
broke and gone. 

This marginal white farm owner 
or tenant, who is called by the 
planters of Mississippi, Louisiana 
and Arkansas a redneck or pecker- 
wood, in Tennessee and Alabama, 
a redneck or hillbilly, and in Geor- 
gia and South Carolina, a “common 
red clay cracker’—may have 
his chance to stay in the south. At 
least a few hundred thousand of 
him may. 

His chance depends upon the 
timing of the generally anticipated 
rapid industrialization of the cities 
and small towns of the central 
south blessed with the advantage 
of cheap TVA power as a talking 
point that may completely displace 
for this region the old sweat shop. 

His desire to stop over in the 
central south, even if there is a 
job at Decatur, Ala., or Tupelo, 
Miss., or Nashville, will depend on 
the difference in wage scales e 
tween the proferred job and jobs 
in “CIO territory,” the socioldgists 


say. 

The experts feel that in the 
event of a postwar depression aft- 
er he’s left the south he, too, will 
take his chances on relief as will 
the Negro. The trek back of a 
million and a half of his brothers 
to starve on the poorest farm land 
in the south during the early de- 
pression years will not be repeat- 
ed in their opinion. 

But the main body of the dis- 
placed from both races, even if

new oil fields of Mississippi, will 
be moving north and west. 

The Negroes will be—not in 
such quantities as the planters of 
the deep south might wish, but in 
quantities substantial enough to 
be disturbing to the midwestern 
and western cities—the problem 
the south at last can share with 
the rest of the country. — 

The substantial taxpayer of 
Omaha, who got in a cab the oth- 
er day in Chicago with a Tennes- 
scan reporter complained — “You 
southerners are shipping the Ne- 
groes up here and unloading them 
on us. It’s not right. You know 
how to handle them down there. 
Please keep them.” 

The head of one of the’ biggest 
meat packing firms in Chicago, 
discussing the problem of. Negro 
personnel with members of his top 
executive staff, declared: “We 
have 8,500 of them on the payroll 
now, all on jobs belonging to 
white men in the service. When 
our men come back we’re finished 
with the Negroes.” 

“Last hired and first fired’—~ 
that has always been the job his- 
per of the Negro in the northern 
city. 

It has never been the job his- 
tory of the Negro on the southern 
cotton plantation up to this good 
day. Always he’s enjoyed a meag- 
er sort of “social security” even 
in the worst times and purchased 
frequently with second mortgages 
on the planter’s land. 

Now the planter refuses at least 
publicly to consider cotton pro- 
duction as a “way of life.” He 
insists upon his right to see it a 
buriness as much as he sees the 
machine picker only a couple of 
years down the road. He sees the 
shacks he’s ashamed of, in which 
100 families once lived, torn 
down and burned or used. with 
new lumber to build a dozen new 
homes to accommodate his new 
“highwage” machine operator 
help. He sees 250 head of mules 
disposed of. The barns they were 
sheltered in replaced by tractor 
and machine sheds, The many 
acres planted to corn and oats and 
hay to feed his mules soon will 
be feeding several hundred head 


of beef cattle at a cheaper price 
than western or midwestern farm- 
ers can possibly handle them. 

The cotton picker and to a much 
smaller extent, the flame cultiva- 
tor, were the missing links in the 
mechanization of the cotton farm. 
On a few larger plantations the 
process of mechanization already 
he; heen carried as far as the 
tractor and the older tractor-<drawn 
plows, cultivators and planters 
could go. 

Now the missing links to com- 
plete mechanization are almost at 
hand. The incentive to completely 
mechanize is the need for slicing 
cotton prices in half. This need 
is sufficient to terrify the planter 
who wants to stay in cotton but 
knows he may have to wait two 
or three years for the means that 
will re-establish his grip on a do- 
mestic market. 

But if the machine should get 
there too late, and he’s forced to 
leave cotton, there is another road 
he can turn into. A very few 
planters in the rich delta lands 
of the deep south already are far 
along this road. 


They are producing oats—100 
bushels to the acre, other small 
grains at double the best yields in 
Iowa and Illinois, new varieties of 
hybrid corn at almost the same 
high ratio to the midwestern 
growers. They can do the same 
thing vith soft wheat. 

They can feed a million head of 
near market top beef cattle ‘for 
half what it would cost to feed 
them in any other section of the 
country. They don’t know the cat- 
tle business. But they are gam- 
blers and willing to learn the 
hard way. 

The Negroes and the poorer 
whites may be cast out by King 
Cotton. But the planters will be - 
on hand even if the king himself 
must abdicate. 

Because their climate and their 
richest land in the nation gives 
them a leg up if they choose to 
break in on most any other type 
of agriculture, the intelligent 
farmers of the midwest and far 
west should be interested selfishly 


to aid in the battle to keep cotton 
alive,

Signs of New Isolationism 


There are signs of a new isola- 
tionism raising its head, this time 
a variety far more dangerous than 
that espoused by Sen. Nye, Rep. 
Fish and others repudiated in the 
recent election. Their brand of 
isolationism was largely a region- 
al and a political one, practiced 
partly through reactionary motives 
and partly because they believed 
it an expedient, political doctrine. 
Their support was largely region- 
al, arising from minorities. It was, 
speaking broadly, superficial and 
received the most raucous support 
from the lunatic fringe. 


The new isolationism is much 
more dangerous because, potential-; 
ly it may develop into the same 
sort of force which supported the 
men who defeated ilson and 
crippled all his plans for enduring 
peace and order in the world. The 
isolationism of men like Fish, Nye 
and Father Coughlin is dangerous 
but always superficial because it 
never quite enlists the sympathies 
or touches the common sense o 
the man in the street. Intelligence 
and information were its most 
powerful enemies, Today, in the 
midst of the war, these old-fash- 
ioned isolationists are out of the 
picture, but tomorrow they may 
return supported by a more dan- 
gerous and fundamental force, 


Whether this is so or not de- 
pends upon the leaders in this war 
and notably upon President Roose- 
velt himself. That the people are 
puzzled and even resentful is evi- 
dent to anyone who takes the 
trouble to talk on trains and street 
corners, in the pool rooms and 
the corner drug stores. They are 
beginning to say, “Why should we 
fight the whole of the war? Why 
should our people be suppling the 
whole world not only with fighting 
equipment but with fighting men?” 
And, “What has become of the 
Atlantic Charter?” And, “Where 
is the British fleet?” And, “What 
have Stalin and Churchill cooked 
up without us—a deal that gives 
Russia a free hand in one part 
of Europe and Great Britain a 
free hand in the other?” And, 
most dangerous of all, the old fa- 
miliar, “Why not let them fight 
it out and weaken and destroy 
themselves?” 

All of this is ominous but it is 
not unnatural. The man in the 
street does not know and some- 
times does not understand the far- 
reaching intricacies of economics 
or of international politics. But 
the worst part is that so little ef- 
fort has been made by the gov- 
ernment to help him to under- 
stand. 


and enjoying the dangerous pros- 
perity of war-boom wages and 
profits, to understand how much 
a decisive victory and some sort 
of economic and political peace 
means to his future and that of 
his children. In the doubt and 
darkness imposed upon him he is 
puzzled and growing resentful. 


This is so because he knows so 
little of what is going on. With- 
out information he does not and 
cannot understand the reasons or 
the significance of the goings-on 
in Belgium, Italy and Greece. He 
cannot fathom the complicated 
story of Poland. Mr, Stettinius’ 
own declaration concerning Italy 
and Greece seems to him, perhaps 
rightly, merely an affirmation of 
isolationism—that despite the vast 
effort in material and lives we 
have expended, we are casually 
giving up our right to speak con- 
cerning what goes on in the world. 
He cannot fathom Eden’s curious 
attack on the character of an hon- 
orable liberal like Count Sforza, 
a man with a long record of per- 
sonal sacrifice and resistance to 
Fascism. He knows pretty well 
that Sforza is no Communist. 
Why then the uproar? The man 
in the streets begins to wonder 
what really went on at Casablanca 
and Teheran, What went on there 


It is difficult for him,|. 
physically remote from the war 


involves himself, his sons and 
brothers as deeply as it is possible 
to involve human beings. But he 
has been told nothing. Nothing 
has been explained to him. He 
has never understood the peculiar 
goings-on in North Africa nor even 
the remote Spanish Civil War. He 
is not alone in his bewilderment. 
The puzzle in some of its parts 
ig Just as baffling to men whose 
business it is to know as much 
as possible about international 
politics and economics. 

This bewilderment and doubt is 
nothing more or less than the har- 
vest of the long-standing mfstrust 
of congress and the people display- ~ 
ed by Mr. Roosevelt and the men 
about him who help to determine 
and carry out his policy. The Of- 
fice of War Information, ostensibly 
established to keep the American 
pa informed, has grown mori- 

und and silent, perhaps because 
the office itself has no informa- 
tion to be given out. 

Mr, Nye, Mr. Fish and Father 
Coughlin can never revive isola- 
tionism on their own terms but 
Mr, Roosevelt and haps Mr. 


{| Churchill and Mr. AE segpen bring 


a more dangerous variety. Indeed 
it may be that Mr. Stalin, greatest 
and wiliest statesman of our time, 
desires nothing more than an iso- 
lationist America. American iso- 
lationism would give him a com- 
pletely free hand to do as he 
pleases both in Europe and in 
Asia. 

This war is the war of every 
American. Every American is 
paying for it in terms of sacrifice 
and even life, and every American 
has the right to know what is 
going on. To keep him in_igno- 
rance of deals and secret commit- 
ments only raises doubt and bit- 
terness against our Allies. Much 
that is happening now has little 
or nothing to do with military 
secrets, but it does have to do with 
the future of the world and of 
every American, even to the un- 
born of future generations. It is 
far from impossible that the pol- 
icy of secrecy may reap a whirl- 
wind of isolationism far greater 
than that which crippled Wilson's 

lans for peace and swept him 
nto obscurity, 

There is no good in blinking at 
the facts. Least of all is there 
any good in saying we must leave 
all this to a few men to settle in 
their own way. Such a policy 
smacks too much of the Fascism 
we had once pledged ourselves to 
overthrow. The American people 
might well raise as a slogan the 
last words of Goethe—“More

General Electric 
Facing Monopoly 
Charge Suit 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—(4)— 
The General Electric Company and 
its international subsidiary were 
charged in a federal suit today 
with conspiring with firms in six 
other countries to divide the 
world’s electric equipment mar- 
kets. 

The antitrust suit, filed in New- 
ark, N. J., brought prompt re- 
sponse from General Electric Pres- 
ident Charles E. Wilson that the 
company’s fcreign agreements 
have been known to the Justice 
Department since 1922 :and that 
the company had always been 
“prompted by an honest desire to 
conform to both the letter and the 
spirit of the Sherman (antitrust) 
act.” 

The Justice Department accused 
Genera] Electric and the subsidi- 
ary, International General Elec- 
tric, of conspiring with firms in 
Germany, France, Britain, Japan, 
Belgium and Italy:in the exchang- 
ing of patents and of dividing the 
world into marketing areas with 
the aim of eliminating competition. 


Companies named as having 
conspired with General Electric 
were Allgemeine  Elektricitaets 
Gesellschaft, of Germany; Com- 
pagnie Francaise Pour L’Exploita- 
tion Des Procedes Thomson-Hous- 
ton, of France; Associated Electri- 
cal Industries, Ltd., of Britain; 
Tokyo Shibaura Denki Kabushiki 
Kaisha, of Japan; Societe D’Elec- 
tricite et de Mechanique, of Bel- 
gium, and Compagnia Generale Di 
Elettricita, of Italy.

(If a child steals or tells fibs, 
you can suspect emotional inse- 
curity or wallflowerism, Threats 
of Hellfire and Damnation” will 
not snap him out of his bad 
habits as readily as showing him 
that babies stetl, but big folks 
have outgrown stch infantile 
tendencies. Children don’t want 
lo be babies!) 


- CASE E-265: Billy B., aged 9, is 
being shuttled back and forthh be- 
tween divorced parents. 

“He is certainly a problem 
child,” his mother informed me. 
“He steals money from my purse. 
I didn’t dare leave change lying 
around or it will disappear. 

“Even when I know Billy has 
taken it, he will deny that fact. 
But now I have been called to 
school because he has been taking 
money from other children, and 
yesterday robbed the teacher's 
desk of $1.25. 

“Dr. Crane, what can I do? I 
don’t want him to be a criminal.” 
DIAGNOSIS 

When children steal money, it 
may be due to several causes. Oft- 
en they feel emotionally insecure. 

This feeling may come because 
they are the innocent victims of 
divorce. Or they may have 
learned that they are adopted 
children and worry lest their fos- 
ter parents may not love them. 

Or they are shy socially and in- 
ept-at the games of their age. 
Maybe a doting mamma has made 
a Little Lord Fontleroy of them, 
and thus subjected them to ridi- 
cule and social censure. 

Anyway, they want to be ac- 
’ acepted.by their social group, so 
they may try to buy their friends 
by means of candy or gum. But 
money is the means of purchasing 
these desirable objects, so they 
begin to pick up loose change. 

Maybe doting mamma has let 
the child rifle mamma’s purse for 
rickels in his toddler stage. Now 
at school, he doesn’t see much 
difference between taking money 
from teacher's purse versus tak- 
ing it from mother’s. 


STEALING AND LYING 


To handle such bad habits as 
stealing or lying, you must follow 
the psychological technique we 
adopt in curing the alcoholic 
habit, and thus go to the funda- 
mental cause. 

If the child is 2 wallflower, 
remedy this fact. Give him some 
highly prized object so other chil- 
Gren will envy him and invite 
him into their games so they can 
play with his choice possession. 
The latter might be a pet rabbit or 
puppy or tricycle. 

If the child is coming into a 
strange school because his parents 
move around to different cities, 
then his mother shou!d throw fre- 
quent parties at his house, so he 
can invite his new acquaintances 
and gain some social acceptance in 
quick order.
